Chapter  2,  "Overview  of  Cost  Anal- 
ysis in  Social  Services,"  contains  the  most  useful  information  on  unit 
cost  systems  that  could  be  applied  to  other  services.    A  formula  to 
determine  the  expense  per  unit  is  covered  in  chapter  6,  "Pilot  Imple- 
mentation of  the  Social  Services  Unit  Cost  System."  Most  of  the  report 
covers  the  specific  application  of  unit  cost  to  several  counties,  with  little 
information  that  would  be  directly  applicable  to  other  systems.    Thanks 
go  to  Ted  Maloney  for  reviewing  this  book.

The  Denver  Developmental  Screening  Test  (DDST)  is  a  standardized 
device  for  detecting  developmental  delays  in  infancy  and  the  preschool 


years.  The  test  is  administered  with  ease  and  speed.    It  lends  itself  to 
serial  evaluation  on  the  same  test  sheet.  The  DDST  is  not  an  intelligence 
test.    It  is  intended  as  a  screening  instrument  for  use  in  clinical  practice 
to  note  whether  the  development  of  a  particular  child  is  within  the 
normal  range.

Malgady,  Robert  G.  and  Peter  R.  Barcher.    Los  Angles,  CA:   Western 
Psychological  Services,  1980,  pp.  31. 

Easy-to-use,  well-standardized  measure  of  maladaptive  behavior  in 
mentally  retarded  individuals  from  borderline  to  severe  classifications. 
Developed  to  measure  maladaptive  behavior  likely  to  occur  in  vocational 
settings  such  as  sheltered  workshops,  job  facilities,  or  vocational  training 
programs.  The  information  is  also  especially  useful  in  guiding  curriculum 
development  and  the  preparation  of  lEPs,  making  placement  decisions, 
evaluating  readiness  for  mainstreaming,  providing  supplementary  data 
for  evaluations,  and  evaluating  the  progress  of  training  programs.   De- 
signed to  be  easily  administered  and  scored  by  anyone  familiar  with  the 
person  being  rated.  The  rater  responas  to  133  statements  such  as  "talks 
rudely  or  impolitely"  by  indicating  the  frequency  of  the  behavior's 
occurrence.    The  six  scales  measured  by  the  VARS  are:    (1)  verbal 
manners,  (2)  communication  skills,  (3)  attendance  and  punctuality,  (4) 
interpersonal  behavior,  (5)  respect  for  property,  rules,  and  regulations, 
and  (6)  grooming  and  personal    hygiene.     All  six  scales  plus  the  total 
score  are  easily  profiled  for  both  frequency  and  severity  in  deciles  and 
T-Scores  on  the  Profile.  Standardized  on  over  600  mildly  to  severely 
retarded  adolescents  and  adults.  The  VARS  is  an  instrument  with  a  large 
variety  of  potential  uses  for  all  who  work  with  the  mentally  retarded.

Chapter  titles  are:   the  politics  of  change- 
correctional  reform;  the  creation  of  a  new  network  of  services  for 
troublesome  youth;  community  services  and  residential  institutions  for 
children;  delinquency  in  girls-implications  for  service  delivery;  youth 
service  systems-new  criteria;  from  institutions  to  human  services; 
alternative  models  for  the  rehabilitation  of  the  youthful  offender;  vision 
and  process-the  quality  of  life  in  community  group  homes; 
neutralization  of  community  resistance  to  group  homes;  effecting 
changes  in  a  training  school  for  girls;  the  teaching-family  model  of  group 
home  treatment;  the  university's  role  in  public  service  to  the  department 


of  youth  services;  a  strategic  innovation  in  the  process  of  deinstitu- 
tionalization-the  University  of  Massachusetts  Conference;  and  closing 
Massachusetts'  institutions-a  case  study.

Secondly,  these  community  residential  programs  delivered  more 
personalized,  individual  care  for  their  residents  at  comparable  and,  on 
the  average,  lower  costs  than  the  cost  of  care  provided  in  state 
developmental  centers.

specialized  training 

One  year  ago,  in  April,  a  special  service  for  the  more 
severely  and  multiply  handicapped  population  was 
implemented  at  Easter  Seal  Adult  Training  Center  in 
Great  Falls. 

The  Specialized  Training  Program  was  tailored  for 
individuals  graduating  from  Montana  School  for  the 
Deaf  and  Blind  and  special  ed  classrooms  and  the 
more  severely  handicapped  clients  in  Easter  Seal's 
Work  Activity  Program. 

The  program  serves  20  disabled  people.  Of  these, 
13  came  from  their  existing  program.  The  other  7 
were  graduates  from  the  Deaf/Blind  School  or 
special  ed  classes.  (The  client  movement  resulted  in 
13  new  people  from  Easter  Seal's  waiting  list  to  start 
at  the  Work  Activity  Program.) 

The  training  offered  is  more  intensive  and  pre- 
vocationally  oriented  than  at  the  Work  Activity 
Program.  Real  work  contracts  enable  the  clients 
to  earn  paychecks.  For  some,  this  is  the  first 
opportunity  they  have  had  to  work  for  a  paycheck. 
Contracts  include  hospital  patient  kit  assembly, 
mailings,  and  fishing  lure  assembly. 

Donna  Grummer,  program  director,  says  it's 
encouraging    to    see    even    the    newest    deaf/blind 


clients  participate  in  some  of  the  real  work  con- 
tracts and  earn  a  paycheck. 

Intensive  programming  focuses  on  the  following 
skill  areas: 

Communication,  Feeding  and  Toileting, 
Individual  and  Group  Prescriptive  Exercises, 
Self  Help,  Mobility,  Behavior,  Vocational, 
and  Prevocational. 

Peggy  Mathews,  program  manager,  two  trainers, 
one  behavior  specialist  trainer,  and  four  aides 
operate  the  Specialized  Training  Program. 

"A  highly  creative,  flexible  staff,  a  supportive  com- 
munity, and  20  super  clients  are  to  be  commended 
for  the  incredible  growth  within  the  program  in  just 
one  year,"  Donna  Grummer  said.

The  Helena  Riding  Acadamy  for  the  Handicapped 
began  providing  horseback  riding  lessons  to  dis- 
abled individuals  in  September,  1981.  Since  that 
time,  the  enrollment  has  tripled.  Twenty-four 
students  are  participating  in  the  current  session, 
with  increased  enrollment  anticipated. 

Instruction  is  given  on  exercises  on  the  horse, 
at  a  standstill  and  walking.  Students  participate 
in  games  and  trail  rides  and  are  also  given  lessons 
in  horsemanship.  Sessions  generally  run  for  eight 
weeks,  with  one  lesson  per  week.  If  you're  handi- 
capped and  live  in  the  Helena  area,  contact  the 
Acadamy  for  enrollment  details. 

The  program  is  supported  by  dedicated  volunteers 
and  funded  with  donations  and  a  grant  from  the 


Developmental  Disabilities  Planning  and  Advisory 
Council.
